together to counteract the influencer 
of the eastern buyers on local trade. 


"Last year the leather trust came out

bought up thousands upon thousands 
of hides as high as 60,000 in one month. 
This was done to prevent the local 
tanners competing; with their leather 
in the eastern and middle western 
markets. 
The trust bought up the 


raw material from under us, and now 
we must be in a position to prevent a 
repetition of that trick." 


the company had a clear majority of 
the votes In both houses. Its bills were 
taken up too late and In the assembly 
the necessary 64 votes to suspend the 
constitution and pass the measures in 
one day could not be secured. 


The struggle was the most notable
